which will afford him a reasonable 
profit on his work. Second: To place 
the m anufacturers of cotton in a po­ 
sition to keep their mills running on 
a basis which 
will 
afford 
them a 
profit. 
A thorough investigation has ben 
made into the cost of raising cotton 
in the South, including the interest 
on the capital invested, taxes, labor, 
fertilization, maintenance, 
insurance 
and m arketing as carried on by some 
of the best farmers, and the cost is 
cents per pound, and this cost has 
been assumed as a reasonable one to 
be used as the average. 
This being 
so. the price of 15c per lh. was fixed 
as a remunerative price to the farmer 
growing cotton.
